Among 
the other liberalizations of the bill of interest is one year's salary payment 
over and above BEC benefits for a death occurring outside the United States 
in the line of duty, free yearly medical examinations for the retiree and his 
spouse and improvement in the reemployment provision tying it to current 
salary of the position rather than salary at the time of retirement. Although 
Hull believes the bill will clear the Senate, he said Chairman Hays, in the 
House, was not in favor of the legislation.
